HAS A NOTABLE CAREER. 


G randfather and Father Both L eaders 
I In Affair* 
of 
Srate, 
and AII Three 
Prom inent In G overnm ental M atters 
For a Long Period 


Paris, March 12.—M. Caslm ir-Perier, 
tonner president, is dead. 
Jean Pa&! Pierre C aslm ir-Perier wa* 
the son aud grandson of statesm en 
His fathi r, Augustine CaslmJr-Perler, 
wa® m inister of the Interior in 1871, 
and his grandfather was the leader of 
the opposition when 
Ixmis Philippi 
ascended the throne and was after­ 
ward prem ier. 
The ex-president was 
born Nov. 28, 1847. 
A fter a brllliut t 
career as a student of literature arni 
history he Joined the militia of Atilt-1 
during the Franco-Prusslan war, and 
when they were summoned to Paris 
C asim lr-Perler behaved with such gal­ 
lantry that he was mentioned In the 
order of the day and later decorated 
with the Cross of Legion of Honor. 
W hen his father entered first th*- re- 
publican cabinet of ll. Thiers, Casim ir 
Perler, Jr., became his assistant in 
the m inistry of the Interior. 
In 1874 
he was elected to the cham ber of dep­ 
uties and re-elected In 1878. Aft*-r the 
crisis of May, 1877, he was one of th** 
863 deputies who refused to pass a 
vote of confidence in the Broglie min 
istry. 
He became under-secretary of 
state or the m inister of public inst nu 
tiou, and retained th a t post until the 
Dufrure cabinet w ent out of office In 
1879. 
In 1883 M. Caslm ir-Perier was 
appointed under-secretary of state at 
the m inistry of war and in 1896 elect 
ed vice president of the cham ber and 
president of the budget comm ittee 
In the sum m er of 1894 he was elect­ 
ed president of the republic. I na me- 
diately aftf-r the assassination of Pres 
ident Carnet.

Louisville, March 12.—With the ald 
of strikebreakers and protection of po­ 
lice the Louisville Street Railway com­ 
pany Tuesday morning opened partial 
service on four lines. 
Between fifty 
and 
seventy-five 
strikebreakers im 
ported from St. Louis and Cincinnati 
were put on cans and with two or three 
policemen on *ach platform made sev­ 
eral trips through the down town dis­ 
tricts. 
Even with police on board, 
trouble began 
early, hold-ups being 
numerous. 
Disturbances were nearer 
the business center of the city than on 
Monday, and in one Instance a brick 
was thrown Into a car from a window 
in an office building 
at 
Fifth and 
Main. 
The missile struck a St. Louis 
strikebreaker who was riding as a 
passenger, injuring him severely. 
But 
few passengers rode during morning, 
evidently preferring to walk in 
the I 
pouring rain to take any chances on a 
car. 
Cars were brought out during 
the morning as rapidly as men could 
be secured to man them, but the strik­ 
ers claimed that they had won over 
one-fourth of all the strike-breakers j 
who had arrived up to 9 o’clock. 
One of the eight cars sent out by 
the Louisville Street Railway company 
was held up at Seventeenth and Chest­ 
nut by a mob of about 200 persons. 
After a fight with the police on board, 
three arrests were made and the car 
proceeded down town 
with several 
windows shattered. 
Suburban service 
which had been discontinued, has been 
resumed. 
Suburban service to Jeffersontown, 
Okalona. Valley Station, Prospect and 
other Kentucky towns 
within a dis 
tance of twelve miles, was not re­ 
sumed Tuesday morning. Great Incon­ 
venience has resulted to 3,000 or 4,ODO 
persons, who came into the city Mon­ 
day morning and were unable to re­ 
turn home last night. 
Interurban service is running to Jef­ 
fersonville and New Albany, Ind. This 
v<is lee only service being maintained 
with any show of regularity. 
Charles T. Rager, acting as special 
representative of the second assistant 
postmaster general, arrived and as a 
result of the conference with the rail­ 
way management and postal authori­ 
ties, succeeded In having mail deliv­ 
ered to certain 
suburban 
towns by 
special cars. These cars were placard 
ed with a sign four feet square labelled 
“U. S. Mail.” 
In a riot at Second and 
Brecken­ 
ridge streets six men were seriously 
Injured and a score or more suffered 
bruises and cuts.

yet it i$.every body’a business* and 
nobody’s to put them out and look 
after them. 
There are those who 
can really appreciate fully the joy 
of living only when they loiter in 
the green recesses of the cedar 
brake or pine forest, and there are 
still a few7 who have brought with 
them, even down from Druidical 
ancestors, a deep yearning to wor­ 
ship every grand old oak they are 
fortunate enough to behold; but, 
unfortunately, the great listless and 
sensational 
majority of the time 
have apparently lost all reverence 
for the best of N ature’s gifts to 
man, and are quite eager to destroy 
even the finest specimen of the 
forest iii order to see it fall and 
hear the crash. 
Surely, something 
should and could be done to in­ 
crease the intelligence, taste and 
love of the people for the beautiful

is suppositive It -never can be <U«si- 
pated.

On Friday. Sept. LM, he w ent W ith Se 
retary Thurloe and some of his gentle­ 
man to take air in the perk, ordered 
the six horses to he harnessed to Ins 
coach, put Thurloe Inside of It aud un­ 
dertook to drive himself. 
“His high* 
ness.” said a letter from the Dutch 
ambassador, “drove pretty handsomely 
for some time, hut at last, provoking 
those horses too much w ith the wh p. 
they grew unruly, w hereby bls high- 
ness was flung out of the coach box 
upon the ground. 
His foot getting 
hold in the tackling, he wus carried 
away a good while iu that posture, hut 
a t last he got his foot clear and s ) 
came to escape.
